U-BOAT 


American* Victors in Thrilling Run­ 
ning Fig ht— Bombs Used. 
Washington, Ort. 8 .- Details of a 
fight between an American destro yer 
In Euro pean w ate rs and a German su b­ 
marine. In which th e su bm ersible was 
destroyed by de pth bombs, have Just 
been announced by the navy d e p a r t ­ 
ment. 
T h e n a m e of th e destro yer and 
(lie Gnu* and place of the e n g ag em e n t 
are withheld In tho announce m e nt. 
T h e account, as prepared from th e 
navy d e p a r t m e n t 's report, follows: 
T h e American de stro y e r first si ght­ 
ed the su b m a rin e in the early morning 
of a d o u r day. 
'Hie sea was entirely 
calm, with hardly a ripple of foam. 
T he su b m a rin e was running subm erg ed 
w it ti only It h periscope showing. 
A 
large n u m b e r of m e r c h a n t ships were 
Iii sight. 
U Boat Periscope Sighted. 
“Th* I' boat was less titan a mile 
off tho port beam of the destroyer and 
following a parallel course In an op­ 
posite direction 
when the periscope 
was discovered. . . " 
T h e IhmI time the destro yer came 
to tile attack exactly In the w ak e of 
tile I' boat and cease d firing.

ne ared the end of th e line of bubbles, 
th e fourth depth c h a rg e was let go 
and th e re followed a widespread troll­ 
ing of the surfa ce of the sea.

COLLECTING FLOWER SEEDS 


It is desirable to Rowe one's seeds, 
not* only as n m atter of economy, hut 
as a m eans of Improving tile variety* 
In a collection of annual plants, all 
from the w in e stock of seed, there will 
be considerable variety presented. 
Some may vary from the general 
stock in the size or color of the flow­ 
er and other* In the habit of tin* plant. 
These peculiarities ar** not certain 
to be reproduced, but tile probability 
in th a t some of th e seeds from such 
plants will show th e m ; and by follow­ 
ing a course of selection one can In 
a few* years establish a variety that 
will come const; inly true from seed. 
It has been found in practice that 
though a peculiarity may not show it­ 
self very strongly the first year, it will 
m anifest Itself the next year lf the 
grower perseveres. 
It is w ell to murk those plants, the 
seed* of which are to be saved, while 
tim* plants are in full bloom, aud not 
tru st to memory. 
In a be<l of plants from which seeds 
are to be saved, promiscuously, and 
when it is desirable to have all on*1 
color, those of a different shade from 
the required, m ust be pulled out us 
soon as they show themselves.
